Real Beer Too

Beer to Sell 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—[(Spe- 
cial.]—Charging that lax enforcement 
of the prohibition laws was driving his 
company out of business, Attorney 
Lawrence Eades, general counsel for 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing company, 
manufacturers of near-beer, called at 
the white house today and appealed 
for relief from what he termed unfair 
competition. 

He charged that within the last few 
months Canadian brewers had shipped 
in so much real beer carrying an alco- 
holic content of from six to eight per 
cent that the market for legitimate 
near-beer had almost disappeared. 

Tells His Story to Slemp. 

“Our company will be driven out 
of business,” he told C. Bascom Slemp, 
secretary to the President, “ unless ii- 
legitimate sales are curbed. The Cana- 
dian brewers are even advertising the 
merits of Canadian near-beer, large 
quantities of which are coming into 
this country.” | 

Attorney Eades was referred to com- 
missioner of internal revenue where 
he again told his story. When he left 
he told friends the government nad 
promised to investigate. At the office 
of Prohibition Commissioner Haynes it 
was said that it was virtually tmpos- 
sible for real beer to be shipped into 
this country from Canada as near- 
beer and that if Canadian beer had 
come into this country it had been 
smuggled in.

Mr. Coolidge talked shop with the edi- 
tors, speaking from the viewpoint of 
one who has watched the growth and 
development of the American press. 
This growth, he declared, had given 
the United States, “the best newspa- 
pers in the world.” 


No Fear of Capitalism. 


Mr. Coolidge made it plain that he 
entertains no fears as to the influences 
of what is sometimes called a “ capital- 
istic press.” 

“Some people feel concerned about 
the commercialism of the presa,’’ he 

, “Shey note thahgreas sewspar 
pis ane. great busifiess enterprises 

s profits and controlled by. 
men of wealth. So they, fear that in 
such control the press may tend to 
support the private interests of those 
who own the papers, rather than the 
general interest of the whole people. 

“It seems to me, however, that the 
real test is not whether the newspapers 
are controlled by men of wealth, buf 
whethe: they are sincerely trying to 
serve the public interests. There will 
be little occasion to worry about who 
owns a newspaper so long as its atti- 
tudes oh public questions are such as 
to promote the general welfare.’’ 


Keep Idealism Alive. 

Advising the editors as to their 
greatest opportunity for aiding the 
government, the President said he un- 
hesitatingly placed it in the direction 
of keeping alive American idealism. 

“It is only those who do not under- 
stand our people, who believe that our 
national life is entirely absorbed by 
material motives,” he added. “ We 
make no concealment of the fact that 
we want wealth, but there are many 
other things that we want very much 
more. We want peace and honor, and 
that charity which is so strong an ele 
ment of all civilization. 

“The chief ideal of the American 
people is idealism. I cannot repeat too 
often that America is a nation of ideal- 
ism. I cannot repeat too often that 
America is a nation of idealists. 

“No newspeper can be a success 
which fails to appeal to that element 
of our national life. It is in this direc- 
tion that the public press can lend its 
strongest support to our government. 

“T could not truly criticize the vast 
importance of the counting room, but 
my ultimate faith I would place in the 
high idealism of the editorial room of 
the American newspaper.”

Tipley, with know!l- 
edge of explosives and instant realiza- 
tion of what the missile was, dove flat 
on his face on the sidewalk and escaped 
unhurt. 

Edward Kruspe, 6942 Lincoln street, 
was standing near the cab. 

“I saw a dirty touring car, its cur- 
tains down and with five men inside, 
speeding toward the cab,” he said. 
“ Just as it drew opposite the Checker 
the man beside the driver leaned out 
and hurled the bomb. 


Cab Blown Into Air. 


“It struck the pavement beside the 
car. Before the shock blinded me I 
saw the cab appear to rise a foot from 
the pavement. When I opened my 
eyes next it apparently had collapsed. 
It’s a wonder twenty people weren't 
killed.” 

John Gronenewegen, 6411 Racine 
avenue, was cut by hurling fragments 
of the bomb. Wounds on both hands 
and one ear were treated by a near by 
doctor.

“A few minutes out from Vienna 
we plunged into heavy rain, and then 
few through gloomy skies all the way 
across Austria and Germany. The 
gloom somehow seemed appropriate, 
and seemed to symbolize the feelings 
that we thought must be in the hearts 
of these people of central Europe who 
are paying so heavily for the part their 
leaders forced them to play in the late 
war. Occasionally we dove through 
banks of fog that lasted for ten or 
fifteen minutes. If there had been any 
high mountains between Vienna and 
Paris the flight would have been an 
extremely hazardous one. As it was 
we had severa)]) narrow shaves,” re 
marked Leigh Wade as he described 
the trip up the Danube. 

“The storm prevented‘our getting a 
clear view of the famous castles of 
which we had heard so much, but fre 
quently the rain and fog drove us 
right down to the river, and twice we 
shot around sharp bends and kicked 
the rudder just in time to avoid col- 
liding with the turret of a castle.

OPIUM AGAIN. 
[Medill Scheol of Journalism.] 

Britain is taking the opium question more seriously. 
The Marquess of Salisbury, a member of the cabinet, 
has been appointed chief British representative at the 
Geneva conference, which is to resume its meetings 
Jan. 19 after a month’s receas. 

This appointment has been interpreted in London as 


indicative of a change in the imperial opium policy. 


British India led the opposition to America in No- 
vember and December. India’s opium production 
was held to be a purely domestic matter. The sev- 
enteen million dollars a year which she receives from 
opium is hard to sacrifice. Most of the European 
delegates seemed more interested in the profits of 
drygs than in their prohibition. Two members from 
Switzerland were found to have heavy commercial 
interests in the traffic. 

Though no practical results had been attained when 
the conference adjourned on Dec. 15, the public opin- 
ion of the world had been .considerably aroused. 
More than a million mames appeared on an anti- 
narcotic petition from Texas, .Many Englishmen pro- 
tested . against their government's policy. 

The American plan, used as a basis for discussion 
at Geneva, outlaws the use of oplum products for 
other than medical and scientific purposes, and pro- 
vides for restricting production to medical and scien- 
tific needs. The American delegation now advocates 
sending an international commission of inquiry to 
the producing ‘countries to learn. more accurately 
what substitute products can be grown instead of 
‘opium poppies without diminishing either revenue or 
employment, 

Amertca has become one of.the world’s greatest 


drug consurners. She usés thirty-six grains of opium 
per person each year, This is more than any nation - 


except China. India uses twenty-seven grains; France, 
four; England, three; Germany, two; Italy, one. 
There are laws against importation and sale, but

1914 1S DEAD

BRUSSELS, Jan. 17.—Jan Geeraert, 
keeper of the locks of the Yser canal 
at Nieuport where it enters the sea, 
who served,the allies in October, 1914, 
by flooding the countryside and hold- 
ing up the advance of the German 
hosts, died today after a short illness 
of grip.

SWISS PROFESSOR 


WARNS ALLIES OF 
GERMAN REVENGE

GENEVA, Jan. 17.—Paul Seippel, a 
Swiss professor who was consideréd a 
defeatist and pro-German during the 
war, today published in the Lausanne 
Gazette an article revealing Germany’s 
rnilitary preparations for a war of re- 
venge. Prof. Seippel points out that 
living in Zurich he is in a position to 
be well informed on German ambitions. 
“Under the marvelously clever lead- 
ership of Gen. Von Seekt, who is a sec- 
ond Scharnhorst, Germany now pos- 
Sesses a perfectly equipped army ten 
times stronger than the 100,000 men 
which the treaty of Versailles permits,” 
the professor writes. “ Secret drilling 
is proceeding daily, following the strict- 
est methods.” 

Prof. Seippel states that he believes 
the allies are in a lethargic state as a 
result of the long war and they dislike 
even thinking about a repetition of. it.

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HOUSE VOTES TO

Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—[{Spe 
cial.]—Extension for two years of the 
life of the foreign debt commission ts 
provided in a bill passed today by the 
house. The senate already has passed 
a similar bill. 

Life of the present commission exg 
pired on Feb. 9. The bill makes no 
change in present powers of the com- 
mission, but makes it possible to con- 
tinue negotiftions for the funding of 
the debt of France and other nations 
without interruption. 

It was pointed out in debate in the 
house that when the commission was 
created three years ago the total out- 
standing indebtedness, including ac- 
crued interest, amounted to approxi- 
mately $12,000,000,000. Settlements 
made with Great Britain, Finland, 
Hungary, Lithuania, and Poland ac- 
count for about $4,250,000,000, or 42 per 


cent of the total indebtedness.

New York, Jan. 17. — [Special.]}— 
Paavo Nurmi, Finland’s renowned dis 
tance runner, won the 2,000 meter spe- 
cial handicap race at the Fordham uni- 
versity games in the 22d regiment ar- 
mory tonight, but for the first time 
since he started his sensational] per- 
formances in this country two weeks 
ago the fleetfooted Finn failed to break 
any existing records; However, he did 
have the honor of establishing a mark 
for future stars to shoot at, for his 
time of 5:33 established the 2,000 meter 
indoor mark, no race at that distance 
ever having been contested on the 
boards before. 


In addition to winning the run, 
| Nurmi also triumphed in a 2,000 mile 
|croas country race with time, having 
left New York on Thursday night after 
lowering three world’s records at Ma/'- 
son Square Garden and breaking an- 
other record in Chicago on Friday, 
reaching here In time to compete again 
after having spent some forty-four of 
the previous fifty hours in the cramped 
compartment of a swaying railroad 
train, which carried him half way 
across the continent and back again. 


World's Record to Ritola. 


Nurmi’s opponents tonight were Gun 
nar Nilson, August Fager and Thomas 
Prim of the Finnish-American A. C., 
who crossed the tape behind the flying 
phantem,in the order named. 

Prim received a handicap of seventy 
five yards, but was passed by his sen- 
sational fellow countryman on the sixth 
lap. Nilson received a head start of 
125 yards, but saw the blue jersey of 
the great runner flash by his shoulder 
on the seventh lap. Fager had an ad- 
vantage of 150 yards, but on the eighth 
lap Nurmi passed him also and took 
the lead. 

The work of carrying new records to 
Finland was left to Willie Ritola, whe 
shattered the mark for five miles, cov- 
tring the distance in 24:214-5 in the 
first race of the evening. Ritola’s per- 
formance wiped out the record of 
24:29 1-5, which Hannes Kohlemainen, 
another son of Finland, established 
twelve years ago at Madison Square 
Garden. 

Ritola conceded handicaps up to 210 
yards, but he started off at a pace 
that soon carried him into the lead,

Signs in English 
Take Tourists to 
Land of Romance 


OS ANGELES, Cal—So great has 
become the annual influx of mo- 
tor tourists in Southern Cali- 
fornia that foreign territory has 

been included for sightseeing pur- 
poses. This was accomplished through 
the friendly codéneration of Gov. A. 
L. Rodriguez of Lower California and 
the Automobile Club of Southern Call- 
fornia. 

Until this arrangement was reached, 
the romantic peninsula territory, the 
ancient land of the Aztecs, was a 
closed book to the English speaking 
tourists. Now, however, through the 
activity of the sign-posting department 
of the club, more than 400 miles of 
roads in this little known territory 
have been signed in English. 

The Mexican roads now signed in 
English for the benefit of tourists in- 
clude the road down the border from 
San Diego to fourteen miles below 
Ensenada, a distance of approximate- 
ly 100 miles. Another stretch of road 
extending from Tia Juan:« to Mexicali 


runs along the northernmost border | 


of Lower California. Still another 
from Ensenada to Mexicali run south- 
west to northeast across the peninsula, 
and over a famous bit vf mountain 
engineéring known as the Cantu 
grade, named in honor of former Gov. 
Cantu, and the first highway con- 
structed across the Sierra Nevada 
range extending down the center or 
the peninsula.

HE University of Illinois is going 

to move its horticultural school 
_ temporarily to Cook county for 

four days the last of this month. 
Practically the entire staff of horticul- 
tural instructors are on the schedule 
to conduct courses in vegetable gar- 
dening.to student farmers at the first 
annual truck growers’ school, to open 
in the town hall at South Holland on 


Jan. 27. 
A two day school will be held there; 


the University of LUlinois, the Cook 
county farm bureau, the Cook County 
Truck Gardeners’ and Farmers’ asso- 
ciation, and the state entomologist’s 


office. 
Farmers Won Over. 

The practical scheme of giving in- 
struction to farmers of the intensive 
trucking section bordering the west 
suburbs of Chicago is the latest de 
velopment in the movement started 
three years ago to establish an experi- 
ment station in Cook county. The ex- 
periments were begun under the su- 
pervision of L. L. Heller, farm adviser, 
working in coéperation with Frank 
Diekman and other growers, who tried 
out various cover crops, commercial 
fertilizers, and insect control measures. 
The tests led to the demand for a $26,- 
000 appropriation, which was made at 
the last session of the state legislature 
for the establishment of a permanent 
experiment station in Cook county.

‘ ITH precious few exceptions, all the books on style in English 
W are by writers quite unable to write. The stibject, indeed, 

seems to exercise a special and dreadful fascination over 
schoolmarms, bucolic “ college” professors, and other such pseudo- 
literates. One never hears of-treatises on it by George Moore or 
James Branch Cabell ; but the pedagogues, male and female, are at it 
all the time. Ina thousand texts they set forth their depressing ideas 
about-it, and millions of suffering high school pupils have to study 
what they say. Their central aim, of course, is to reduce the whole 
thing to a series of simple rules—the overmastering passion of their 
melancholy order, at all times and everywhere. They aspire to teach 
it as mah jongg, the American Legion flag drill, and double entry 
bookkeeping are taught. They fail as ignominiously as that Athenian 
of legend who essayed to train a regiment of grasshoppers in the 
goose step. 


’ For the essence of a sound style is that it cannot be reduced to 
rules—that it is a living and breathing thing, with something of the 
devilish in it—that it fits its proprietor tightly and yet ever so loosely, 
as his skin fits him. It is, in fact, quite as securely an integral part 
of him/as that skin is. It hardens as his arteries harden. It has 
Katzenjammer on the days succeeding his indiscretions. It is gaudy 
when he is young, and gathers dgcorum when he grows old. On the 
day after he makes a mash on a new girl it glows and glitters. If he 
has fed well, it is mellow. If he has gastritis, it is bitter. In brief, 
a style is always the outward and visible symbol of,a man, and it can- 
not be anything else. To attempt to teach it is as silly as to set up 
courses in making love. The man who makes love out of a book is 
not making love at all; he is simply imitating some one else making 
love. God help him if, in love or literary composition, his preceptor 
is a pedagogue!

HE schoolmarm theory that the writing of English may be 
taught is based upon a faulty inference from a sound observa- 
tion. The sound observation is that the great majority of high school 
pupils, when they attempt to put their thoughts upon paper, produce 
only a mass of confused and puerile nonsense—that they express 
themselves so clumsily that it is often quite impossible to understand 
them at all. The faulty inference is to the effect that what ails them 
is a defective technical equipment—that they can be trained to write 
clearly as a dog may be trained to walk on its hind legs. This is all 
wrong. What ails them is not a defective technical equipment but a 
defective natural equipment. They write badly simply because they 
cannot think clearly. They cannot think clearly because they lack 
the brains. Trying to teach them is thus as hopeless as trying to 

teach a dog with only one hind leg. 


Any human being who can speak English understandably has 
all the material$ necessary to write English clearly, and even beauti- 
fully. There is nothing mysterious about the written language; it is 
precisely the same as the spoken language. If a man can think in 
English at all, he can find words enough to expréss his ideas. The 
fact is proved abundantly by the excellent writing that often comes 
from so-called ignorant men. It is proved anew-by the even better 
writing that is done on higher levels by persons of great simplicity, 
for example, Abraham Lincoln. Such writing arouses but little 
enthusiasm among pedagogues. Its transparency excites their pro- 
fessional disdain, and they are offended by its use of homely words 
and phrases. They prefer something more ornate and complex— 
something, as they would probably put it, demanding more 
“thought.” But the “thought ” they yearn for is. the kind, alas, that 
they secrete themselves—the muddled, highfalutin, vapid “ thought ” 
that one finds in their own text books.

DO not denounce them because they write so badly; I merely 
I record the fact in a sad, scientific spirit. Even in such twilight 
refions of the intellect the style remains the man.

is mush, too. The iate Dr. Harding, twenty-ninth President of the 
Federal Union, was a highly self-conscious stylist. He practiced prose 
composition assiduously, and was regarded by the pedagogues of 
Marion and vicinity as a talented fellow. But when he sent a mes- 
sage to congress, it was so muddled in style that even Henry Cabot 
Lodge could not understand. it. Why? Simply because Dr. Har- 
ding’s thoughts, on the high and grave subjects he discussed, were so 
muddled that he couldn’t understand them himself. | 

/ On matters within his range of customary meditation he was 

sar, and even chatming, as all of us are. I once heard him deliver a 
act address upon the ideals of the Elks. It was a topic close to his 
heart, and he had thought about it at length and con amore. The 
result was an excellent speech—clear, logical, forceful, and with a 
touch of wild, romantic beauty. His sentences hung together. He 
But when, 
at a public meeting in Washington, he essayed to deliver an oration 
on the subject of the late Dante Alighieri, he quickly became so 
obscure and absurd that even the diplomatic corps began to snicker. 
The cause was plain: he knew no more about Dante than a Rotarian 
knows about the Institutes of Justinian. Trying to formulate ideas 
upon the topic, he could get together only a few disjected fragments 
and ghosts of ideas—here an ear, there a section of tibia, beyond a 
puff of soul substance or other gas. The resultant speech was enig- 
matical, cacophonous, and awful stuff. It sounded precisely like a 
lecture by a college professor on style.

PEDAGOGUE, confronted by Dr, Harding in class, would 

have set him to the business of what is called “ improving ” his 
vocabulary—that is, to the business of making his writing even worse 
than it was. Dr. Harding, in point of fact, had all the vocabulary 
that he needed, and a great deal more. Any idea that he could formu- 
late clearly he could write clearly. Any idea that genuinely moved 
him he could convey with charm—which is to say, with what the ped- 
agogues call “ style.” 

I believe this capacity is possessed by all literate persons above 
the age of fourteen. It is not acquired by studying text books; it is 
acquired by learning how to think. Children even younger often 
show it. I have a niece, aged nine, who already has an excellent 
style. When she writes to me about the things that interest her—in 
other words, about the things she is capable of thinking about—she 
puts her thoughts into clear, dignified, and admirable English. Her 
vocabulary, so far, is unspoiled by schoolmarms, She doesn’t try to 
knock me out by bombarding me with “hard” words and with 
Phrases filched from Addison. She is unaffected, and hence her 
Writing is charming, But if she essayed to send me a communication 
on the subject, say, of Balkan politics or government ownership, her 
Style would descend instantly to the level of that of Dr. Harding's

In these days of the tunic frock the elaborate 
tunic blouse has a hard struggle to establish 
its identity. The effect of the two is, in fact, so 
much alike that it takes an acute and experienced 
observer of the modes to detect the difference. The 
situation is the more baffling, too, because of the 
tendency of the blouse to adopt all those little man- 
nerisms that distinguish the frock tunic: The 
godets and flounces and peplums, the variation of 
sleeve and neck line, the trimming touches com- 
posed of the skirt material—all these have been 
effected by the separate blouse quite as ardently as 
they have by the frock tunic. 

Nor is the way of the sports blouse much more 
clear cut. What with this outbreak of two piece 
sports frocks, how in the world are we going to tell 
when the upper sectiOn is a separate entity? Only 
your real sleuth ever guesses the answer. 

However, although the careers of frock and sep- 
arate blouse seem now so closely merged, there still 
exists the old line of cleavage. That line is formed 
by the superior practicality of the blouse, by the 
familiar possibility of obtaining variety from one 
basic equipment. Given a skirt and you may ob- 
tain through the assistance of several elaborate 
blouses the service of several costumes. On Mon- 
day you may go to the dansant in your black crepe 
or satin skirt combined with a tunic blouse in one 
of the leopard printed silks or velvets ; on Tuesday 
you may dance in the same skirt allied with an 
embroidered crepe or satin model, and on Wednes- 
day you may dazzle all beholders in a metallic tissue 
blouse consorting still with the same black skirt. 
It is this claim of superiority which always saves 
the blouse mode from any threatened oblivion. 

Among the models offered for elaborate wear the 
printed fabrics, including those leopard imitations 
of which I have spoken, are decidedly in the fore- 
ground. The models are made in both hip and 
knee lengths, and. the short sleeve is perhaps only 
slightly in advance of its lengthened rival. As a 
rule little trimming is expended on these prints. 
All surplus energy is reserved for devising some 
original finish of sleeve or neck line. Indeed, if we 
look all through the province of mid-season 
blouses, we encounter this same direction of energy. 
It is to the sleeves and the collar that we look for 
relief from the stereotyped. 

All sorts of collars are to be found on these 
elaborate blouses—the popular V front, the rounded 
shape, the upstanding oriental collar, the Pierrot 
frill, and, above all, the scarf. Sometimes the last 
named is of self-material, but perhaps more fre- 
quently a requisition is made for some solid color 
harmonizing with the tints of the design. The fact 
of it is that the most of the printed materials select 
as their one trimming note bands and other touches 
of solid color.

ance is found here at the upper left. It is a smart 
little hip length affair distinguished by a narrow 
band of self-fabric which, attached to the waist in 
the back, leaves in front a wide gulf between neck 
line and collar. Creating the great open spaces in 
this way is not unusual. All winter long it has been 
considered smart to tie around the throat some 
scarf or choker collar cut off from the decolletage 
and leaving an interlude of yourself to show be- 
tween neck line and collar. Another smart thing 
to do is to put a scarf end in the slot. If you do 
this you always get back a certain consciousness of 
style. For this running of streamers through a 
slit in the corsage and allowing them to come 
through at the other end is a trick which is con- 
stantly practiced. | 

The blouse to which I have just referred is hip 
length. Not so are many of the other printed mod- 
els. They are grown up tunics which may be slit 
at the sides or at the front in preference to an unin- 
terrupted expanse. When they are operated upon 
in this manner buttons, frequently covered with the

plain fabric employed as bandings and scarf collar, 
often mark the incisions. For tiny buttons have 
lost none of their prestige, and not only the fabric 
covered representatives but also those in metal and 
colored stones are here to vouch for the fact. 

The peplum and the circular flounce also make 
blouse variety and many are the printed models that 
introduce godets to achieve the flaring hem. Such 
godets are most effective of solid color. Thus 
one stunning model which I saw the other day had 
inset folds of green crepe to relieve the brilliancy 
of a crepe printed in an exotic design of green, yel- 
low, and black. This completed the suggestion 
of the godets by a scarf collar and cuffs of the 
plain green material and, logically enough, it was 
worn with a skirt of the same tone. Incidentally 


one may add that the ‘passion for matching which. 


is now devastating all pocketbooks has made great 
inroads upon the domain of the separate skirt and 
blouse. These printed crepe models, for example, 
are usually worn with a skirt of the same color 
as the bands of plain material trimining the blouse. 


But, although there undoubtedly exists a partiality 
for the figured materials, there is nothing obliga- 
tory about the suggestion. Indeed, many of the 
most stunning models are carried out in solid color 
of either high or pastel tint. Also quite a few of 
them—and these the most stunning examples— 
occur in white. That these snowy creations are 
usually contrasted with either color or metallic 
tissue is, of course, unnecessary to mention. 

At the right of the circle we find one of these 
white crepe models in an unusual effect to which 
the chief contributor is a collar of red crepe which 
is embroidered in white circles centered by red. 
Inverse arrangement of this color scheme is invoked 
on the blouse itself, for the embroidery here is red 
centered with white. Altogether a most unusual 
exemplar of what the elaborate blouse should be 
and one that may be heeded in different combina- 
tions of color. 

That those tones of green which have overrun 
the world of fashion just as they do any: green- 
house have their part in making the winter blouse

mode is quite obvious. All tints of this popular 
color, from lettuce to dark sea green, are encoun 
tered, and always they make a successful back-. 
ground for touches of gold trimming and for em- 
broideries in yellow, red, black, and even some 
tones of blue. The central model is a lettuce 

crepe which has flowered into wool embroideries 
of yellow, black, and red. So enveloping is this 
design that the little puff under sleeves of plain 
green crepe come almost as a complete surprise. 
And, by the way, this puffing above the wrist 1s one 
of the ways taken by the blouse designer to put an 
added thrill into the familiar tunic blouse. ' 

The next blouse at the right was brought back 
from Paris by a friend of mine. Ht is made of crepe 
satin in the favorite blonde tint, and in its play be- 
tween broad bands of the satin surface and the 
finely plaited crepe side it offers a formidable rival 
to the entire frock of crepe satin. The entire back 
of this is given over to plaits—save for the narrow 
yoke of the satin. The tight sleeves are also of 
satin and the one extraneous note is supplied by a 
bow and ends of dark brown grosgrain ribbon and 
tiny buttons covered in the same dark brown. 


At the upper right we find the latest offering in 
the way of a tailored blouse. This comes from 
no less an authority than O’Rossen and was de- 
signed by him to accompany his tailored suits. It is 
made variously of habutai silk, linen, and English 
broadcloth. Its distinguishing features are the black 
tie, which is exactly the same as that worn with 
the masculine dinner coat, and the separate studs, 
which will doubtless soon force upon us women the 
same haggard, last minute searches, the same ago- 
nized cries of “ Where are my studs” which have 
recently been confined to the male population. 

The popular sports blouses of today are variously 
of kasha, flannel, English broadcloth, crepe, linen, 
and habutai silk. These are made usually in the 
familiar jumper style, which is occasionally varied | 
by a waistcoat effect. Flannels of solid color are 
worn with skirts of striped flannel, and these skirts 
observe always our new creed of a front fuliness 
contrasted with a plain back. : 

Natural kasha achieves some of the smartest of 
these sports models, and it is used also for the 
taitored effects. Frequently white pique vestee 
and cuffs_are present to relieve the sobriety of this 
natural kasha, and also there is a general recog- 
nition of the value of trimming touches in bril-~ 
liant tints. 

One last word concerns-the elaborate blouse. It 
is notable that quite a few ofthe most recent mod- 
els imported from Paris stressthe high waisted 
effects which are so often the subject_of frock ex- 
periments. For example, one stunning tunic model 
of white crepe introduced the high waisted effect 
through a narrow band of gold braid encircling-the 
bodice under the arms and connected by vertical 
bands of braid with a second waist line defined at 


the lips.

HOW TO USE THE PATTERNS 


HE side front closing is one of 
the smartest features of the new- 
est dresses, and it is achieved in 
@& somewhat different manner 
than that usually seen in pattern No. 
2194. The way the dress is cut will 
be becoming to many women, partic- 
ularly to those who have full figures. 
The lines are long and graceful and 
the manner of closing on the left side 
front emphasizes the slender effect. 


The back is cut in one piece, the 
front in two, and the sleeves in one. 


_ The collar is cut in two pieces, and 


there are three different ways in which 
the sleeves may be finished—one long 
and made close fitting by means of a 
dart; the second, full length and fiar- 
ing at the wrist; the third, short. 


The width of the dress at the bot- 
tom for size 36 is about one and one- 
fourth yards, and no hem is allowed, 
so the front of the pattern should be 
held up to the figure to see what, if 
any, length is to be added or taken 
away from the lower edge. 

One of the narrow silk braids will 
make as pretty a trimming a3 any for 
this dress, especially if it is made of 
any of the fine woolen dress materials. 
After the seams have been stitched, 
bound, and pressed open, the collar 
should be made, and it should be lined 
with silk. If the edge is bound with 
the braid that trims the rest of the 
Gress, the lower collar edges are not 
turned in, but the braid is basted in 
Place on the collar edge and stitched 
close to the edge of the braid.

Arrowheads will make an at- 
tractive finish where the braid ends on 
the skirt and sleeves. 

Pattern No. 2188 is for a boy’s suit, 
consisting of a blouse and straight 
trousers which close at the sides. The 
sleeves are cut in one piece, are full 
length, gathered at the lower edge and 
set into bands. The pattern is per- 
forated for short sleeves, if these are 
preferred. Rep would make a pretty 
sult, using brown for the trousers and 
tan for thé blouse, or using any one 
color for beth pieces.

Flannel, striped or plain, will be 
smart in a dress made by pattern No.

shades of brown, bottle green, and 
cranberry are all good; while if stripes 
or plaids are liked, there are many 
beautiful ones—the colors that are used 
to form the plaids being soft and beau- 
tiful. The design of this dress is ideal 
for street wear under a full length or 
shorter coat. It is cut-in two pieces— 
front and back—and of ‘cotrrse there 
are the sleeves and collar. The full 
length, dart fitted sleeve pattern is per- 
forated for shorter length, but if the 
dress is made of the material suggested 
above the full length sleeve will be 
right. 

The front opening is long enough to 
make it comparatively easy to get into 
and out of, and a contrasting color, 
and perhaps material, may be used to 
good advantage in the facing and 
collar. 

The sleeves are made close fitting by 
means of a dart up the outside, run- 
ning from the wrist to just below the 
elbow point. If one chooses, the 
sleeve may be left open a couple of 
inches on the seam at the wrist end 
and finished with a narrow facing on 
the upper side, and a little extension 
hem on the under side. Fasten with 
the smallest snaps, set in about one- 
eighth of an ingh from the edge. This 
will allow the sleeve to be as close 
fitting at the hand as one wishes.

If 
the sleeve is held wrong side out dur- 
ing the first part of the finishing the 
canvas and facing will be too full when 
the sleeve is turned as it is to be worn.

EW YORK.—[Special. Corre 
spondence.]—Up and down the 
city streets, in and out the Ritz, 
is the way to go to see some of 


the well dressed men in New York. 


I've been making some little tours in 
search of that elusive creature, the 
smartly dressed man, and have come 
to the conclusion that a number of 
men have made New Year resolutions 
to do bigger and better things in the 
way of things sartorial, for the num- 
bers of good looking and tasteful out- 
fits seem to have gone up noticeably. 

The bigger things are the suits, 
which are more and more cut on the 
broad shouldered lines, with generous 
trousers. But not overdone. More and 
more dressers have discovered the se- 
cret of when there is enough of a good 
thing, and the floppy pants are taking 
a back seat, as are the tightly fitting 
excuses. for trousers that some men 
have worn for a number of years. 

In the indoor regions where over- 
coats are shed I have observed that 
the slender tapering silhouette is still 
that sought after. Broad shoulders, a 
slight fitting at the waist, snugness 
over the hips, not too long a coat, coat 
cut away in the front so that plenty 
of the legs can be seen—all this makes 
for stylish lines. Plenty of double 
breasteds on the smart dressers this 
winter, not only in the dark blue, but 


grays, smoke blues, browns, and blacks 
for the jacket and striped trouser com- 
bination. 

The medium gray herringbone pat- 
tern is a popular one this season, and 
makes a neat suit, easily harmonized 
into attractive color schemes. There 
is always a good quota of dark blue 
suits, plain or striped, wherever 
smartly dressed men are gathered to- 
gether. 

The colored shirt is still a mighty 
member of the sartorial family., It is 
perhaps surely and not so slowly put- 
ting the plain white informal shirt far 
in the background of popularity. How- 
ever, as a dress shirt for day wear 
the white shirt, plaited bosom or stiff 
bosomed, is most used, except in the 
case of the short jacket with striped 
trousers. With this combination ol- 
ored shirts, with white collar and curfs, 
are most liked. 

The colored shirt worn with business 
suits is of almost any color, solid color, 
or vertically striped, or in the newer 
popular fashion, cross striped. The 
collar may match the shirt, for ex 
tremely informal wear, but if any de- 
gree of formality is desired the well 
dressed man wears the white collar, 
turn. over, or wing.

Cooking Country Sausages. 

Make the bulk sausage meat into 
cakes the size of good biscuits Heat 
frying pan and put in it a tablespoon 
of butter. Usually the cakes will not 
lose so much fat in cooking if rolled 
in flour, and when the flour is cooked 
it is not noticeable. But if the pan 
is hot. and the fire is kept medium. 
or of a nature so that the butter will 
not burn in ten minutes—five minutes 
per side for the cakes—it will be right. 
However, sausage or bacon fat is prob- 
ably better for the cooking. because 
more highly seasoned. The combina- 
tion of butter and pork fat is excel- 
lent for making pan fried potatoes. 
Fine sausages may have a flavor as 
acceptable as any piece of meat 
cooked. 

Sausages in Baking Powder Biscuit. 

Sausages baked in biscuit dough 
are better than sausage baked in po- 
tato or apple or anything else save 
perhaps exceedingly fine mashed po- 
tato, in which case the sausages are 
cooked on one aide in the pan, put on 
top ‘of the potato, and baked for eight 
or ten minutes in a hot oven.

Animal life, of course, began there 
in the warm water of a formative 
world.

Then, there in the water, one of 
these humble creatures had an idea.

To wiggle effectively, however, 
he needed some appliance to stiffen his 
body. He began the laborious task of 
developing a backbone for himself.

In the mud at the bottom of Chesa- 
peake bay there may be found today 
an animal called the lancelet which, 
unaware of the age old accomplish- 
ment of another such creature, is slow- 
ly working out this problem of de- 
veloping a backbone.

INCE the Chicago Civic Opera company now goea ‘nto 
its final week of the season, this is probably the best 


of the eleven and one-half weeks that will have ended 
when the curtain falls next Saturday night. It is a reason- 
ably large task. There have been artistic assets; there also 
have been artistic liabilities. 
Thirty-five operas out of a 


promised thirty-six will be the 
season’s output, if all goes well 
this week—‘Pelleas and Meli- 
sande” and “Romeo and Juliet” 
still remain to be given. Curiously 
enough, or perhaps not curiously 
at all, depending upon one view- 
point, the one omitted opera is the 
single American specimen, Henry 
Hadley’s “ Bianca.” 

The list classifies twenty of 
these as Italian, thirteen as Frenc}, 


man. The classification contains a 
large percentage of error, for 
under the Italian heading “ The 
Jewess” and “Fra Diavolo” nre 
obviously French, “Boris Godun- 
off” is equally obviously Russian, 
and “ Martha” was sung in [talian 
probably because it was written by a German compvser 
around an English story.

beyond thé dreams of the most visionary of the radicals. It is 
life out of focus, like Caligary's . 
dream, in a West Virginia coal town 
during a strike. 

I will not burden you with a 
description of much of it, but let 
meé sketch its high lights, that you 
may know to what chaotic depths 
the drama can sink on occasion. 
The background is _ industrial 
slavery and the attempt, so far as 
I am able to analyze it, is to satir- 
ize America’s attempts to meet its 
problems. 


The town is under martial law. 
Drunken miners parade their jazz 
band through the streets. Drunken 
soldiers knock the _ proletariat 
around and ill treat the women. 
A mother boasts to her son that 
she has embraced harlotry to save 
him. A young girl, seduced by a 
fleeing murderer, glories in her [White Photo.] 
pregnancy and shouts her determination to live and rear her 
offspring.

The Ku Klux Klan, in full regalia, holds a jazz meeting 
to punish the offending women. One of the members is a 
Negro, another a ‘Jew. 

“ Anybody with a sheet can be a Ku Kluxer,” shouts the 
Jew. And to the girl, who is his daughter, he cries, “ Your 
children’s children will shout ‘Oi, Oi!’” This, I take it, is 
comic relief. 

The girl’s sedueer is caught and strung up (offstage hap- 
pily) to a tree. His eyes are burned out. But he returns, 
blinded, to marry the girl in a jazz wedding ceremony, open- 
ing a vein in his arm to seal the bargain in blood. They 
will have their happy endings, these radicals. 

June Walker, George Abbot, and Blanche Frederici are 
principally engaged in the acting.

Hampden’s Fiery Moor. 

He is a fiery Moor, this Ofhello Walter Hampden has 
brought to town. But he does not begin to steam up until 
the latter half of the play. Which is true of most of them, 
though not so strongly contrasted in the other Othellos I 
have seen. 

Hampden plays the early scenes as a noble black man, 
soft natured and soft voiced. When he speaks of the be- 
loved Desdemona he sighs, his heart expands and his eyes 
grow blinky as any schoolboy’s. (I, for one, don’t care 80 
much for sighing soldiers.) He loves Cassio as a younger 
brother; his faith in Iago is childlike and almost bland. 

But when first he feels the sting of Iago’s poison he 
stops and starts and looks askance. Even more askancer 
than is customary with the Moors. And from then on, as 
his suspicion gives way to conviction, his mounting wrath 
all but chokes him. It is not a ranting rage. He thews 
neither scenery nor costumes. He does not bite nor threaten

The cut-rating in New-York ts 
open: the plays for which seats 
may be bought at a reduction are publicly bulletined, so that 
it is up to the patron whether he pay the pro-forma price 
at the box-office and avoid the rush or take his chances of 
getting something good and saving twenty-five or fifty per- 
cet at the bargain-counter. The Chicago cut-rating is 
under-cover, surreptitious, and unfair to the uninformed, 
who pay five-fifty per pair for seats that are on sale at the 
same window for half that sum. The managers who adopt 
the device as a means of getting some measure of revenue 
from a play that doesn't catch on say that to make public 
the reduced rates would be to impair the integrity of their 
theaters,—that and to cut down the takings from full-price 
sales to patrons not aware of the reduction.

And More in Kind. 


Most managers are like that. Defending his cut- 
rating some time ago, one of them told me that, if his basi- 
ness averaged a thousand dollars a performance, he would 
prefer receiving it at a dollar per caput from a thousand 
persons to giving the performance to five hundred persons 
at two dollars. (The figures used were, of course, merely 
a basis of measurement: the point had to do with his sell- 
ing two two-fifty seats for the price of one to the bearers 
of cut-rate coupons.) To my sequential inquiry why he 
didn’t advertise his seats at half-price, he replied that, if 
he did so, the public would think that was all the show Was 
worth!

This theatre necessi- 
tated the outlay of over two million dollars and the 
work of nearly two years’ time. The magnitude of 
the enterprise demanded the best that originality and 
craftsmanship could offer. The National Theatres 
Corporation wished to build more than a “movie,” 
more than a show house. They were determined to 
build a theatre that would stand as a monument to 
the motion picture art. 
'To Mr. John Eberson, the architect, of Eberson 
& Eberson, Inc., goes the credit: of designing the 
Capitol. It is unnecessary to congratulate Mr. Eber- 
son upon his architectural triumph, since the theatre 
itself speaks volumes of his capability, his excellent 
judgment, his deep knowledge and his practicability. 
Mr. Eberson has created a masterpiece, an archi- 
tectural mosaic. He bas brought to the Capitol the 
splendor of the Renaissance; he has blended the bean- 
ties of centuries, the charm of countless works into 
the theatre; he has created a veritable storehouse of 
artistic treasures. 

The new Capitol Theatre is a mammoth structure, 
260 feet wide by 200 feet deep, and seating over three 
thousand people. The stage, the largest in the city, 


ts 65 feet wide and 38 feet from curtain line to the - 


back wall. The entire structure is fireproof, executed 
in concrete and steel with brick masonry walls and a 
terra cotta facade. A strictly Italian Renaissance 
exterior done in glazed pulsichromé terra cotta for 


the main body with a rich polychrome glaze in orna- 
ment, represent the rebi of attique and classic 
Roman architecture. But the beauty of. the exterior 
fades before the magnificence of the interior design. 
The motifs of the entrance lobby are taken from 
the Villa Cambasio and the doorheads are extrac- 
tions from one of the big galleries of St. Peter’s in 
Rome. The tiled floor of this lobby is a decidedly 
unique and attractive design. The main lounge and 
d staircase represent an Italian patio with a clear 

~~ en enriched by palatial garden walls and 
nced by niches and carved statuary. The prome- 
nade in back of the amphitheater is a replica of a 
cloister arcade, embellished with wrought iron gates 
and rails, lamps and distance mirrors. The treatment 
of the lobbies, prom e and foyer is a complete 
departure from the present standards of theatrical 
design and create an atmosphere that emulates a re- 
freshing charm. The artist has produced an effect of 
sublimity and grandeur, yet the whole is free from 
gandiness so often destructive to lightness and grace. 
The intefior of the theatre, the auditorium proper, 
is divided into the main floor and the amphitheater. 


theme could scarcely be chosen. Romantic Italy, a 
sweet scented garden, the fantasies of the esnties 
in what setting could the moods of the silent drama 
find a more exquisite background? 

The proscenium arch, surmounting the stage, is 
conceived as a triumphal arch. It is supported by 
massive columns and roofed with a Roman tile roof 
and stone balustrade. The two sides of the pro- 
scenium arch have not been treated symmetrically, 
which is a very unusual feature. To the left of the 
stage is an Italian palace facade, with a grilled roofed 
shelter on top. To the right is a terraced roof garden 
with a small temple building. 

The interior of the theatre has been designed to 
represent an exterior. The ceiling has been tinted a 
deep blue and creates the illusion of a rich sky. By 
the installation of a very elaborate lighting system the 
illusion has .been perfected. Drifting clouds pass 
slowly over the sky. The last rays of a swiftly setting 
sun are still visible over the terrace den. The 
stars become visible and sparkle through the clouds. 
A full, mellow moon rises slowly over the palace 
walls and continues its course, leisurely, naturally, 
passing finally beyond the walls of the amphitheater. 
Glowing firebrands radiate a weird, mysterious light. 
The warm glow of altar fires, hearths and Roman 
lamps comes from the temples, the palaces and the 
garden houses. 

The atmospheric effect produced by the employ- 
ment of art reproductions and mechanical aids is, 
indeed, the most noteworthy feature of the Capitol. 
It is neither the individual detail nor the large num- 
ber of them that distinguishes the Capitol, but it is 
the harmony and correlation of all appointments that 
makes the Capitol the masterpiece it is. 

The Capitol’s forty-piece symphony orchestra, 
under the direction of Mr. Albert E. Short, is the 
largest theatre orchestra in the city. Concert ren- 
ditions and picture accompaniment by the orchestra 
will be one of the features of the entertainment pro- 
gram. The pit furniture, director’s platform and 
music stands, of very attractive design, were fur- 
nished by the Gallagher Orchestra Equipment Co., 
3235 Southport Ave., Chicago. The orchestra will be 
supplemented by a mammoth Wurlitzer Unit Orches- 
tral Pipe Organ. The Console or key desk of the 
organ is of the latest design, known as the Wurlitzer 
Hope-Jones Unit Circular Console. There are three 
keyboards, consisting of 61 keys each, but the organ 
is so constructed with a primary and secondary touch 
that practically there are six manuals. This won- 
drous insttument absolutely combines the functions 
of the pipe organ and the orchestral ensemble and 
places under the instantaneous and unified control of 
a single organist a full complefhent of metal and 
wooden pipes, including such effects as the piano, 
harp, xylophone, glockenspiel, triangle, cymbals, snare 
and bass drums, chrysoglott and orchestral bells. 
While for the heightening of “tone pictures” and all 
manner of so-called “programmatic” music it pro- 
vides incidental detail of percussion and sound in 
sleigh bells, castanets, tambourines and effects imita- 
tive of caroli birds, galloping horses, raging tem- 
pests and the like. The mighty Wurlitzer can also 
produce the effects of the contra viol, tuba horn, 
viol d’orchestra, viol celeste, flute, vox humana, viol, 
octave celeste, tuba, triangle, cello, drums and many 
others. Thus the organist has at his command the 
powers of an entire orchestra. The builders of the 
Capitol, seeking the best in musical equipment, 
naturally selected the Wurlitzer Organ. 

What the architect has contributed to the grace 
and beauty-of the Capitol the contractors and supply 
houses have contributed to its construction. In order 
to execute a work of such dimensions and difficulties 
the National Theatres Corporation realized that only 
the most capable builders could be employed and that 


Chicago, was entrusted the general contracting. The 
work of the Lind Construction Co.. was beyond re- 
proach, for they were prompt, faithful, economical 
and carried out the requirements of their huge con- 
tract with great energy and skill. The Dufhn Iron 
Co., contractors for the structural steel and portions 
of the ornamental iron. Over 425 tons of structural 
steel was used in the Capitol and included spans of 
142 feet in length and weighing over 16 tons.” To 
handle such ponderous pieces of steel required the 
work of a well-organized and efficient organization, 
the Duffin Iron Co.

Aastria Wants Simplified

LONDON, Jan. 17.—Adoption of the 
American system of frequently repeat- 
ed call signals by broadcasting stations 
in Europe is being agitated by the di- 
rectors of a British station and it is 
recognized the difficulty to radio listen- 
ers with over fifty European broad- 
casting stations to distinguish what 
station they have picked up, since the 
European stations seldom announce 
their identity more frequently than at 
the opening or closing of their pro 
grams. 

Certain countries have received the 
suggestion coldly, asserting that their 
listeners would be offended because 
they might think the broadcasters 
were trying to advertise themselves, 
which among the decorous peoples of 
Europe would be a horrible faux pas, 
placing the dignified sport of radio in 
the class of cheap drinks and patent 
medicines.

The British, however, point out that 
this is false modesty and the fans 
would be more than willing to endure 
the pullicity in order to keep informed

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League for Deaf 
Begins Its Work 


in’ Public Schools 
By Kate Webber. 


URING the last few weeks the 

Chicago League for the Hard 

of Hearing has been making 

interesting progress along the 
hes of work among school children 
i prevent deafness in later life. 

Since the spring of. 1922, when the 
Rague made its first otological survey, 

éuring which more than 1,000 aural ex- 
aminations were completed in four 
wecks, results of which showed a great 
need of work being done in this field, 
it has been planning the detinite inten- 
eive campaign which the present execu- 
tive secretary, Miss Susan A. Murpny, 
has begun to carry out. 

Afier conferences with the board of 
education, the league's plan of having 
the school teachers test the children 
in their respective rooms by what is 


known as the “ whisper test,” was ac-, 


Actual work was begun in the 
schools early this mon{fh, and an in- 
teresting bit of data is the fact that 
at the first school to complete the 
test. seventy-seven children were 
found who could not hear at the pre- 
ceribed distance of twenty-five feet. 
One of the league's otologists is mak- 
ing definite exaniination and diagnosis 
at this school, and a trained medical 
worker will follow up these cases. 
Many of them will be referred to fam- 
ily physicians and to dispensaries and 
clinics. 

The league feels this work is the 
most important in the several flelds of 


- its endeavor and its officers are hope- 


ful of preventing in most cases, and 
of aiding in others, toward the solution 
of a problem which has not been defi- 
nitely attacked in the past. 

The Chicago league has for the last 
eight years offered opportunities to 
the hard of hearing men and women 
of Chicago to overcome the handicaps 
of defective hearing and to remove the 
social and commercial barriers that 
deafness per se creates. 

Membership is open-to any person 
who is hard of hearing or to any one 
who is interested in promoting a con- 
structive work in the community.

His book on 
Africa, “The Last Frontier,” which 
came out some years ago, is one of 
the most entertaining works ever writ- 
ten about this most fascinating and 
dramatic of all continents.

The-ancient Chinese civilization 
becomes a reality with a _ closer 
acquaintance with its artistic achieve- 
ments. There is sculpture that rivals 
the sculpture of today, and it was done 
a world’s age ago. 

The preservation of the various 
pieces is another cause for marvel. Of 
course, we know well they were buried, 
most of them, with the bodies of per 
sons of high rank in tombs held in- 
violate for wons. The tomb, which 
reduced the flesh to dust, kept like a 


breakage of a leg or arm lends itself 
to satisfactory restoration. But the 
most of these antique Chinese artis- 
tries are intact. The mysterious hands 
that made them do not need modern 
skill to help out their work. 

The oriental imagination is a fear- 
some thing. Until Buddha with his 
immobility limited their efforts, the 
Chinese gods and devils, the priests 
and worshipers, the very victims of 
sacrifice, were portrayed with a multi- 
tude of fascinating differences.

The early Christian 
religious works of art deal mostly with 
the Nativity, with saints, various pas- 
sages in Christ’s life, and the Cruci- 
fixion. Leaving out a few saints, like 
Anthony, and the one who was broken 
on the wheel, and the saint who was 
burned on a gridiron, and the woman 
saint who carried her eyes about with 
her, we have not many unpleasant: 
nesses in our religious subjects.

MAUSOLEUM FOR 


CHICAGO MASONS 


$800,000 Structure to 
Be in Acacia’Gémetery. 


BY AL CHASE. 

Chicagd is to have one of the most 
magnificent *mausoleums in the world 
.@ golid marble, concrete and bronze 
structure—dedicated to Masons and’ 
their families. 

Work has sttrted on tivis impressive 


building, which will stand in the cen- ! 


ter of the eighty-three acre Acacia Park | 
cemetery, on the north side of Irving | 
Park boulevard, extending from Phil-- 
lips to Thatcher road, about a mile ; 
west of the city lindts. ' 

Designed by Chicago Firm. 

This $800,000 Acacia mausoleum was | 
designed by R. G. Schmid & Cc. of: 
Chicago, who were the architects of | 
Medinah temple, Medinah Country ; 
club, and other Masonic temples! 
throughout the country. 

The building wlil have rooms for: 
(amilies, each one with bronze zates 
with the name of the owner; single 
crypts and columbariums, where cre- 
mated remains wil! be placed in bronze 
urns. 

In the main part will be a high 
vaulted chapel. This chapel, as well 
as the mausoleum corridors and rooms, 
will be carpeted amd furrished with 
comfortable chairs, plants and soft 
lights. Carpets are an unusual feature 
of a mausoleum, according to Street 
Lightfoot, president of the Acacia 
Park Cemetery association and also 
the Acacia Mausoleum ‘coyporation. 


Only One in World with Organ. 


Mr. Lightfoot, a Floridian, who has 
only lived in Chicago a few years, 
states that both the mausoxum and 
the cemetery are completely’ financed 
and no stock or bonds are for sale. 

“TI believe it wil] be the only mauso- 
leum in the world with an organ,” said 
Mr. Lightfoot. “And I don’t believe 
there’s another mausoleum anywhere 
that will have as beautiful a setting as 
the Acacia. We're going to lay om a 
sunken garden 150x400 in front of it, | 
with a marble fountain at each end, 
with cascades. 

To Be Completed by Fall. 

“ We'll have $83,000 worth of bronze 
alone in the mausoleum. The exterior 
will be of silver gray and the interior 
of white axed Georgia marble. We in- 
rend to have a complete ventilating 
gystem throughout the building. 

“T feel safe in saying it is the only 
wuilding. of its kind dedicated to Ma- 
zons. We hope to have it completed 
wy fall.” 

Space in the mausoleum will be sold 
with a stipulation in the contract that 
it ean be used only for Masons and 
their families, and if any one to be 
buried there is found, upon investiga- 
tion, not to have been a Mason, the 
contract will be void. 


Endowment Fund in Trust. 


A perpetual endowment fund, held in 
trust jand to be administered by the 
Union Trust company, has been estzab- 
lished. The income of this fund, it is 
claimed, will be sufficient to insure 
perpetual care of Acacia mausoleum 
‘or all time.
